WASHINGTON, Jan. 2*.—Old Man

have been going down at large city 
markets from the Atlantic coast to the 
Rockies. 
In soma cases retail prices are al­ 
ready tumbling, according to informa­ 
tion obtained today from the leased 
wire of the bureau of markets, depart­ 
ment of agriculture. From Denver to 
Boston declines In wholesale prices 
ara reported in butter and eggs rang­ 
ing up to TI cents for butter and to IO 
cents a doaen for eggs. 
In some in­ 
stances these decreases have already 
affected retail prices while in other 
cities retail prices are slower to rb- 
spend. 
Buffalo retail prices tending to fol­ 
low wholesale prices down. 
Retailers at Detroit are reported 
slow to make cuts in response to de­ 
clining wholesale prices while slight 
decreases in retail prices are reported 
from Philadelphia, Denver, Cleveland 
and Boston. 
Wholesale quotations 
on 
western 
dressed beef went off from 91 to 12 a 
hundred pounds last week at several 
markets while mutton and pork also 
registered decreases. Western dressed 
beef is now selling at wholesale from 
93 to 9& a hundred below prices for 
the second week in January. 
The greatest range was a t New York, 
where good dressed steers declined 
from 928.50 a hundred on January IO 
to a range of 923 to 923.50 for Jan­ 
uary 24. 
Boston dressed beef quota­ 
tions for the same dates showed simi­ 
lar decreases but the range was less. 
Potatoes were slightly lower at ship­ 
ping points and at some of the large 
receiving markets. 
Detroit reports peddlers delivering 
for 35 cents a peck. Cabbage declined 
at shipping points and at consuming 
markets, while onions- and apples re­ 
mained about stationery. 
Dry beans 
showed declines at New York, Michi­ 
gan and Colorado points but held stead­ 
ily in California. 
Philadelphia 
reports 
the 
canned 
goods market demoralized, while in 
other cities slight decreases in prices, 
while retarded movements from whole­ 
salers to retailers are shown. Toma­ 
toes went off IO cents a dozen cans 
wholesale in Philadelphia and dealers 
elsewhere are reported ready to un­ 
load stocks at lower prices. 
Slight reductions in flour are re­ 
ported from Cleveland and Detroit.

League Must be League 
of Peoples, Not Simply 
League ot Governments

ber of the American Society of International Law, the American Society for 
Labor Legislation and kindred organizations. 
He is one of the founders of 
tho League to Enforce Peace.]

PARIS, Jan. 28.—The league of nations is now a fact. 
We who have been working constantly to bring such a body into being 
feel it is a hundred per cent further advanced than we dared to hope possi­ 
ble six months ago. 
The meeting of the general peace congress Sunday was in my opinion 
the greatest political event since the birth of the United States. It was the 
birth of the United States of nations. There were two outstanding things. 
First, the resolution setting forth the purposes of the league made clear that 
its initial purpose was the promotion of international co-operation. That is 
the vital spirit in which the league should be conceived, and second, there 
was evidence everywhere we investigated—and we have been privileged to 
talk with the men upon whom the burden of this peace settlement is actually 
resting; the men doing the work—the formation of the league will be quickly 
accomplished and that its results will be sure and far reaching. 
Just one point of danger presents itself. That is the possibility of the 
league of nations being made a league of governments rather than a league of 
peoples. In order to assure the latter, an organization must be devised that 
will truly and continuously be representative of the peoples of the various 
countries. It is not a new thing for diplomats to reach decisions by confer­ 
ence or telegraph. What is wanted is an organization by which the direct 
representatives of the peoples will meet in 
parliamentary 
sessions. This 
must be achieved on the legislative aide of the league.

side, prime ministers or similar officials are competent to function satis-1 
factorily.

Some delegates are known to favor 
immediate settlement of several of the 
more pressing territorial problems in­ 
stead of waiting for these matters to 
be handled by the leag u e of nation*. 
In addition to the effect on demobiliz­ 
ation the delegates are influenced in 
this view by the fact that certain in­ 
dustries await territorial adjustments 
and that the situation of the affected 
populace is serious. 
Whatever action is taken, however, 
will conform with the broad principles 
of the league of nations, including self 
determination. In case any of the 
contemplated settlements leave con­ 
troversies and irritations they will be 
subject to reconsideration by the 
league. 
Territorial questions which 
may receive early consideration In­ 
clude adjustment of the boundaries of 
Poland and the Oeeho-Slovak republic 
and disposition of the German colonies 
both in Africa and tho Pacific. 
Denials bv Fern ch government offi­ 
cials regarding alleged claim to the 
Saar valley have taken the form of a 
declaration that no claims have been 
presented. There has been no official 
enlightenment yet on France’s posi­

There is not going to be any difficul­ 


ty about collecting American claims 
against Germany. 
They have already 
been collected, through the seizure of 
Germ an property under federal law by 
Allen Property Custodian, A. Mitchell 
Palm er. 
T he property already seized, and 
sold or in process of being sold, 
am ounts to about $750,000,000. 
This 
is said to be enough to offset all the 
American property seized in Germany 
and to leave enough to satisfy all 
American claim s (private and public, 
for property destroyed by German acts 
of war. 
T here is even likely to be a 
balance left. 
This 
estim ate 
presupposes 
that 
there will be no war indemnity im­ 
posed on Germany over and above the 
various claims for dam ages which 
would have been presented even if we 
had not entered the war. 
There is no apparent intention on 
the part of the United States govern­ 
m ent to unload its actual war expenses 
on Germany, as our allies talk of do­ 
ing. 
This policy may change before 
the peace conference ends, and a bill 
may be presented for at least a part of 
our expenses, to harmonize our policy 
with that of France. Britain and Italy. 
Such payment would necessarily have 
to be exacted from Germany with 
some difficulty, over a long period. 
However, if the present plan of no 
indemnity is maintained, the whole 
business of settling accounts with Ger­ 
many will bt' sim pler and eaiser for 
the United States than for any other) 
belligerent.

“hopelessly,” and 
these 7,000 
men 


would have become mostly depend­ 


ents, pitied, enslaved by a m istaken 


kindness. 
But in these days "help the 


blind” does not mean a tin cup for 


pennies and a black and tan pup for a 


guide. 
It means “Teach the blind!” 


Teach them from an amazing range of 


subjects, for which their infirmity fits 
them rather ttian disqualifies them. 
It would be hard to find a more In­ 
teresting or encouraging talk on the 
subject than an address to the blinded 
soldiers w ritten by King George OI 
England, which has been printed in 
raised letters so that it can be read 
easily by the men who cannot see. 
He says in part: “If there is one thing 
which I can urge upon you. it is not to 
despair. 
The tim e has gone by when 
a blind man was a being without re­ 
sources, incapable of providing for 
himself or enjoying life. 
Hundreds of 
oui* soldiers who lost their sight In 
this war have already, thanks to their 
strength of soul, their patience, and 
assisted 
by 
professional 
education, 
learned to resume their former occu­ 
pations.'’ 
The marvelous part of it is that the 
‘■professional’' education has been giv­ 
en since the men were blinded, and 
means intensive education to fit the 
man to do, without his eyes, what he 
did before he lost his sight. 
Not only to the blinded soldier, but 
to all who are sightless, thjs message 
is one of hope and inspiration. 
The 
blind are to bt' led by a way that they 
knew not. 
Begging, basketry 
and 
piano-tuning are no longer the limits 
which circum scribe the blind man. 
But just like everybody who ever ac­ 
complishes anything, he must have 
“strength of soul and patience." 
For 
his helpers can give him only the op­ 
portunity; his use of it depends upon 
himself.

KRUPP’S REFORMED 


The famous Krupp munition plant 
at Essen has found its destiny a t last. 
It is working for Uncle Sam. 
This 
famous stronghold of German m ilitar­ 
ism has just finished, with com plete 
satisfaction to its new boss, the job of 
putting 72 German cannon in perfect 
working order preliminary to turning 
them over tA the, American army. 
Other chores may be found for it from 
time to time, while the American oc­ 
cupation lasts. 
Tliis procedure suggests a good use 
to which the Krupp works might be 
put permanently, provided the peace 
conference does not order them dis­ 
m antled. 
They 
might supply 
the 
League of Nations with whatever guns 
are needed by its land and sea police 
in order to keep Germany properly 
subdued. 


President Wilson has evidently won 
his original contention that the league 
ot nations should be the first condi­ 
tion of the treaty of peace and not a 
subsequent structure. He has enlist­ 
ed in its behalf at least the theoret­ 
ical asseni o»“ the principal nations, 
and apparently there is some sort of 
approximate agreem ent on the pow­ 
ers and lim itations of the league.

It is not merely negatively 
to discourage war, but positively 
to 
secure and protect international obli­ 
gations it appears to be at least 
a 
substantial enough thing 
to 
justify 
hope that it may ultimately evolute 
into a real international power presid­ 
ing over the destinies of the world. 
To have accomplished this and to be 
himself the probable first President 
of the World is surely a 
great 
tri­ 
umph. 
It could be wished, however, that 
the President had been more specific 
upon the precise taints on which the 
chief difficulties will occur and less 
specific upon his allegation that 
he 
a d s as the messenger of the Ameri­ 
can people, under their mandate. The 
American people have issued no man­ 
date on this 
subject; 
neither 
the 
President nor anyone else knows what 
th»ir opinions on it are, and they are 
not even informed, except as they are 
being gradually informed by occasion­ 
al non-committal speeches, what the 
President's opinion is. 
It is known that the President went 
to Europe with some very positive 
views en disarm am ent, and particu­ 
larly on putting restrictions on arbi­ 
t r a l naval power at sea, as well as 
on arbitrary m ilitary power on land. 
He and Lloyd-George 
allege 
them ­ 
selves to be now in agreem ent, but 
there is no hint that Lloyd-Gorge has 
retracted any part of 
his

statem ent that he would yield noth­ 
ing at all on the question of British 
domination of the seas,

Theodore Roosevelt may have been ready for 
death at the time he really said he was ready, but that 
lie could have entertained such a readiness the night 
of his retirement to a final sleep is altogether un­ 
believable. 
It seems wholly inconceivable that there could be a 
time in which any man of courage could want to live 


I * was ready for anything and everything— except death. 
more than now. 
And who could have had more to 
live for than Roosevelt in this day of big, quick 
things? 
The time of his death marked the very hey­ 
day of his new and biggest service. 
Surely he could 
not have been*ready to quit, in death, when his work 
was not yet finished. 
A few years ago, when there was no war and none 
thought of, and when all seemed quite monotonously 
well with the world, one could look hard and far 
down life's roadway and see no turning. 
Then even 
«o passionate a lover of life as Roosevelt might easily 
have said, perhaps in a tired moment, “I am quite 
leady to die.” 
But not this day! 
Men marching 
down the roadway of life now have their eyes upon 
the bend in the road.

There’s really no occasion, though, 
for American girls to organize to di­ 
vert Cupid’s activities. 
The ratio is 
but one in 500. allowing for 2.000,000 
eligible American boys in France. 
Why are all these 
marriages 
be­ 
tween American soldiers and French 
girls? 
What will happen when the 
Yanks leave for home? 
Charles G. 
Loeb, one of the chief American at­ 
torneys in Paris, has this to say: 
'The marriages of our soldiers and 
the French girls are marriages of 
pure romance. There’s never a ques­ 
tion of dowry. Heretofore French par­ 
ents have always expected to turn 
over a certain sum of money as a dow­ 
ry to the man who would marry one 
of their daughters. 
Want Girl, Not Dowry 
"Along cones our American and 
never mentions money. All he wants 
is the girl. And the French are more 
than pleased. 
Among the hundreds 
of such marriages I have known of, 
at not a single one was the question 
of money brought up." 
These unions became so frequent 
end Loeb was so busy handling them 
that he baa prepared a pamphlet on 
the legal requirements abd formalities 
for the marriage of 
Americans in 
France. 
The pamphlet makes mar­ 
riages for our soldiers in this country 
quite simple. 
"One significant feature is surpris­ 
ingly noticeable," says Loeb. 
"The 
only nation whose army gave to this 
epidemic of marriages Is tho United 
States. I have encountered few Eng­ 
lish or Italians marrying French girls. 
The girls want Americans for
